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The last case, indeed, may be cited as an in- 
stance of how a great lawyer, taking a strong 
course on technicalities at the trial, may involve 
the parties in huge expenses. At the close of 
the plaintiffs’ case, Palies non-suited plaintiffs 
without having heard the defendants’ case, on 
the ground that the contractors’ claim—it arose 
out of a contract to execute certain works at the 
Pigeon House—failed in the absence of a cer- 
tificate. This judgment was reversed by the 
King’s Bench Divisional Court; the Court of Ap- 
peal restored the Chief Baron’s finding, and, 
finally, in the House of Lords the Court of 
‘Appeal were in their turn reversed, and a new 
trial ordered.

Chief Baron. Possession of the old Court was 
never disputed with the old Chief, and when he 
was sitting et Nisi Prius all other lights of the 
King's Bench cleared out to enable him to em- 
panel: his jury in his own Court. 

He looked more imposing in thie Court 
anywhere else. When he had to go for '“ Crown 
tases reserved” into Nisi Prius No. 1—with Lord 
O’Brien clevated above all his brothers on a 
raised centre seat—the amall form of the Chief 
Baron became quite dwarfed, and clearly he 
did not like it. On one occasion, it is whispered 
~-im a very bated whisper—that, indignant at 
the mon-appearance of counsel when several 
cases were called, he banged down his big note- 
book with the exclamation, “‘ They really don't 
give & d-— about us!”
